Student Council voted Monday 
to refer the decision of the 
Board of Justice that Don Bax- 
ter and Bruce Becker are hold- 
ing office in violation of the As- 
sociated Students constitution 
back to that body tor recon- 
sideration 

Council based its action upon 
the dissenting opinion of associ- 
ate justice Al Boothby. Boothby 
stated that the hearing was il- 
legal since Article V, Section 2 
of the ASSSC constitution pro- 
vides that a member of the 
Board of Justice be appointed as 
detense counsel in ail such cases, 
Since such a counsel was not ap- 
pointed, Boothby believed the 
hearing to be unconstitutional,

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Delay Continues 


Sacramento State College's Student Council referred 
a decision of the Board of Justice that two students are 
holding office in violation of the Associated Students con- 
stitution back to the board for reconsideration at a meeting 
Monday. 

At a previous Council meeting, just before the Christ- 
mas holiday, Council postponed decision on the matter until 
the next meeting. Thus, Student Council delayed four 
weeks a matter which will only cause further delay in the 
final winding up of a case which, had student officers, heeded 
the ASSSC constitution, need never have come before the 
board. 

In hearing the case regarding this violation SSC’s 
Board of Justice neglected to appoint counsel for the two 
defendents, thus invalidating the entire hearing. Members 
of the Board of Justice are supposed to know all about the 
constitution, vet not one member of the board mentioned 
this infraction until after a lengthy hearing was held and 
a decision had been made. Several weeks passed, from the 
time the matter was first brought to the attention of the 
public and the time it came before the board, In all this 
time it would seem that one member of the “learned” 
board would examine the constitution and discover the 
regulation. 

After a decision was rendered the board lost no time 
in bringing up the fact that it had violated the constitution. 
From recent events it would seem that the first time Asso- 
ciate Justice Al Boothby, who wrote the dissenting opinion 
as part of the unanimous majority report, read the consti- 
tution, was on the night of the hearing, while deliberating 
on the case and preparing a decision. The other justices, 
go it would seem, never read or paid attention to this article 
of the constitution. 

When the new semester starts the board will meet and 
take up the matter of an appeal. If the request is granted 
the whole process of a hearing will be conducted again, this 
time with counsel for the defense. 

A significant part of this whole controversy came to 
light Monday when a Counci! member asked what would 
happen if the board upheld its decision, either by refusing 
appeal or rendering the same decision at a new hearing. 

It appears that Student Council's first action, in such 
a case, would be to ask for the resignation of the offenders. 
According to the ASSSC constitution, the students can 
refuse to resign and impeachment proceedings would be in 
order. Impeachment requires a three-fourths vote of 
Student Council and a two-thirds vote of the Associated 
Students membership. 


SSC’s constitution was rewritten in the spring of 1954 
by a committee headed by Hamilton Hintz, then chief 
justice, and Nason Hall, then an associate justice and later 
ASSSC president. This committee, as & whole, did a good 
job. But virtually no powers were given to the Board of 
Justice. 

It is easy to see that, at the time of the writing of the 
constitution, SSC’s founding fathers could not foresee a 
situation in which student officers and Student Council 
would cooperate to knowingly violate the constitution. It is 
evident, now, that the constitution is inadequate. In a 
situation such as this SSC’s board of justice should have the 
power to declare an action of Council void. They could thus 
relieve the students of a second appointment. Then, and 
only then, would there be a check on the legislative branch 
of SSC’s government. 

In the present situation the Board of Justice is little 
more than an advisory board which may be ignored by the 
all powerful Student Council.

State in two years 










Young scientist 
works on new ways 
to improve metals 


Today scientists and engineers face one of 
the toughest barriers of all — the “metal 
barrier.” Modern technology has progressed 
so rapidly that today’s metals can't meet the 
tremendous demands placed upon them. For 
such fiekis as aviation, electronics, atomic 
energy. present metals must be improved and 
new kinds of materials must be developed. 

One of the young men playing a role in 
this new and important field is 30-year-old 
Dr. Roland P. Carreker, Jr. 


Carveher's Werk interesting, Vital 


As a research associate in the General Elec- 
trie Research Laboratory's Metals and 
Ceramics facility, Carreker’s chief concern 
is the improvement of metals through new 
precessing techniques. 

In his work, Dr. Carreker has deah with 
such important metallurgical problems as 
metal failure in high-speed turbine roters, 
determining the strength of pure metals 
from —425°F, the temperature of liquid 
hydrogen, to 2,800° F and economic studies 
of new metallurgical processes.
